| Gentleman of quality, a true Leſcription of the Cit- 

tadellor Fort, ſeated neere tothe Towne of St. A ar. 
tius, in the lle of Ree, beleaguered at this preſent by the 
the Engliſh Armic, vnder the commaund of the moſt illu- 
ſtrious Prince, the Duke of BvCKIiNGHAM, 
This place (which is now held by Monſiur Thorax, and 
15co. Frenchmen appointed for that Seruice) is almoſt of 
a perfect Quadrangular forme, euerie point flanking one 
another, according to the preciſeſt rules of Fortification, 
The Caualier or Keepe it ſelfe, is made of free ſtone, and 
hath u ithout it a Counterſcarfe of earth, the Rampiers 
whereof are about 18. foote high. Vnder this there lyes 
three halfe Moones, the points whereof are directed to- 
wards another Counterſcarfe, which being the vttermoſt 
of all, is alſo made of ſtone, and ſerues for a circumuallation 
vnto the reſt of the workes, being about an Engliſh mile in 
compaſſe. The ground ypon which it is ſeated, is for the 
moſt part ſandie, onclie to the North fide it ſtands ona 
hard rocke, which being enuironed with the Sea, makes 
the Fort vnapproachable of that fide. The Engliſh en- 
trench themſelues ypon the three other Auenues, from the 
land fide, and hauing drawne their approaches within the 
diſtance of Musket ſhot at point blanke, they haue raiſed 
divers batteries vpon ſeuerall platformes to anſwere the 
Countetbatteries of the Enemies, vpon which the beſie- 
ged haue planted tenne or twelue whole Cannons, beſides 
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manie other peeces of Ordnance of the li fſer ſize. And al- 
though our men ſcuetallie doe their duties, both Officers 
and common Sovldiers three cr foure dayes in a wecle, by 
watching in the Trercl.es. 92 and Batteries, yet 
they gaine ground ſtill ot the french, and thinke no labour 
too much, nor taske to heauie which may tend to the pub- 
lick goed, and to the ſeruice of their King and Countnie, 
Wherein they are encouraged by ihe preſence of their Ge- 
nerall, who carries a Cudgel in one hand, and Coyne inthe 
other, to puniſh the ſloathfull, and to reward the vertuous. 
Moſt nights his Excellence walkes the firſt round perſo- 
nallic himſelfe, and if hee findes anie man negligent in his 
dutie, he cauſeth him to ſuffer according tothe qualitie of 
his offence for the good example of others. Monſieur 7 #0 
rax the Gouernour of the Cittadell, offers to cleare him- 
ſelfe of the horrible complot againſt the Duke, by ſeeking 
to mutther him(by his Miniſter)with a Rauilliacte Knife. 
But notwithſtanding all his Appologies and excuſes the 
common ſuffrage of opinion hath found him guiltie of that 
ignoble crime. The French that are be ſieged hold in their 
hornes, and though they were veriedarirg at our firſt land- 
ing; yet euer ſince they haue ſhewed themſelues no hote- 
ſpurres, for they haue fuffered themſclues to be ſurrounded 
with our Intrenchments, and yet neuer made as much as 
one ſallie. I hey are much diſtieſſed for u ant of Water, 
ever ſince theit Conducts were cut off, ſo that they hang vp 


ſheetes in the ayre, to take the taine · water that falls dowi e. 
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Their provifion of viQualls within ĩs pot preat, and ifwee 
may beleeue thoſe Fugitives which runne from them daily, 
the better ſort of them cate horſeficſh for grear dainties. 
And which is worſe, they are not like — — in baſt, 
all the Land · paſſes being quite blockt vp, and the Sea being 
ſo earefully kept by our Flecte, that a Skiffe orlong- Boate 
cannot paſſe in without diſcoverie and ſurpriſall : So 
that there is great hope (if wee faſten our iudgements on 
probable coniectures) that Famine or the Sword will mai- 
ſter this place, notwithſtanding all reports and coniectures 
tothe contratie.
